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Whereas,  agreements  have  been  entered  ijilo,  or 
^ ' ~"tiilier  arrangements  made  by  the  Government  ,with  cer- 

tain industrial  concerns- for  the  supply  of  bad  boo  and 
other  forest  produce;  . 

And  whereas,  certain  rates  of  royalty  (selling  price) 
have  been  fixed  by  the  Government  for -die  supply,  of 
bamboo  and  other  forest  product^  . 

And  whereas,  it  is  considered  necessary  to  rationalise 
the  periods' of  supply  of  forest  produce  and  the  selling 
prices  thereof; 

And  whereas,  it  is  considered  necessary  to  rationalise 
' . interest  to  terminate  certain  existing  agreements  or 
other  arrangements  made  for  the  supply  of-  forest  pro- 
duce. - 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Andhra  Pradesh  in  die  Fortieth  Year  of  the 
Republic- of  India,  as  follows: — .
